The withdrawn area ilies south and 
southeast of the national forest in 
Kern county, and in‘the Independence, 
Les Angeles and Visalia land dis- 
tricts. 

There has recently been approved to 
the State of California swamp land se- 
lections as per its lists No. 145 and 
No. 146, containing 1307.70 and 404.93 
acres. The lands in list No. 145 are in 
the Susanville land district. while 
those in list No. 146 are in the Inde- 
pendence district. 

There has also been approved to the 
State of <alifornia schcol indemnity se- 
lections aggregating 640 acres of land 
in the Redding land district, as per its 
list No. 15. 

This is the first a val of selec-. 
tions of this class to the State o 
California for some time, all such se- 
lections being suspended in the gen- 
eral Land Office pending an adjustment 
of the excess selections which th» 
State has received. Negotiations look- 
ing to the adjustment of this excess 
have been pending for some time.

10 DE JANEIRO, Jan. 22.—(Ex- 
R clusive Dispatch.] The ten days“ 

stay here of the American battle- 
ship fleet expired today, and at 3 
o'clock this afternoon anchors were 
weighed and the ships started on their 
ten days’ voyage to Punta Arenas, at 
which place they are due to arrive on 
February 1. j 

The departure of the warships was 
made the occasion of a great demon- 
stration by the Brazilians and the 
American residents. Fully 300,000 per- 
sons thronged the water front, and ev- 
ery harbor craft that would keep afloat 
was availed of to carry thousands 
more close to the anchorage grounds, 
where a better view was afforded of 
the fleet. The boatmen probably 
reaped the best harvest they have ever 
known, as .they charged enormous 
prices for the use of their craft, of 
which the supply did not equal the 
demand. Some of the small boats 
were loaded to their gunwales, and it 
is a great wonder that in the crush 
and excitement some of them did not 
capsize. 

PRESIDENT SALUTED. 

President Penna came down from 
Petropolis this marning, and at noon 
he crossed the bay on the Presidential 
yacht, proceeding to the Minnesota, the 
flagship of Rear-Admiral Thomas, who 
commands the second squadron of the 
third division of the fleet, and who.

Establishes His 
to Make Fight. 


Banker's Political Ambitions

Tells Directors He Can Beat 
Taft and Hughes.

NEW YORK. Jan. 22.—-[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Leslie: M. Shaw, who is to 
retire from the prgsidency of the Car- 


negie Trust Company on March I next, 


will devote his entire energies toward 
capturing the Republican nomination 
for the Presidency of the United 
States. 

Coincident with the news of his re- 
tirement from the trust company it 
became known today that the former 
Secretary of the Treasury has estab- 
lished political headquarters at No. 
111 Broadway and is devoting a great 
part of his time to his political am- 
bitions and plans. 

Tt was, in fact, his untiring zea! dur- 
ing the past few months toward ob- 
taining delegates that brought about 
a crisifin his relations with the Car- 
negle Trust Company. His fellow di- 
rectors intimated to him that they be- 
lieved his chances of obtaining the 
nomination were slim. He replied 
that he expected to obtain the de-e- 
gates of two States, Including Iowa, 
and that in his judgment Mr. Taft 
would never chtain the nomination. 

Mr. Shaw argued with his directors 
that when convention time arrived 
sentiment in the country would be dead 
against an outgoing President naming 
his successor. Such a policy, he held, 
would be more dangerous than the 
third term possibilities. The directors 
were also informed that Gov. Hughes 
would never win, in Mr. Shaw's judg- 
ment, because in a campaign for the 
Presidency one has to go out and work 
hard to obtain delegates. Mr. Shaw 
also believed he ad fewer enemies 
than Cannon, Fairbanks and Foraker. 

Mr. Shaw is writing a book, which is 
to be published soon, to further his 
Presidential ambition. Incidentally it 
discusses reforms in currency and the 
treasury. 

Mr. Shaw said today that he had not 
yet resigned tho presidency of the Car- 
negie Trust Company although he is 
likely to do so on March 1.

Congressman Needham ‘Writes That 

President Will Name Commission 

for Fruit Men. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.—The 
State Board of Trade is_in receipt of 
a letter from Congressman Needham 
relative to the appointment of a board 
by President Roosevelt to investigate 
the use of sulphur in the drying of 
fruit. In his letter, Congressman Need- 
ham says: 

“It is understood that this new 
board will go into the matter thor- 
oughly, giving all interested an op- 
portunity to be heard, and it is thought 
that no new standard in these particu- 
lars will be promulgated for some time 
to come. 

“While it is understood that decision 
No. 76 will be suspended, of course, the 
pure food law provides that it shall 
be unlawful to add to or use any in- 
gredient which leaves a substance in 
a food product that would be deletert- 
ious to health, and it is, therefore, 
necessary that our growers in drying 
their fruits, should use sulphur in as 

small a quantity es can be done and 
successfully preserve the fruit, being 
a question of fact whether or not the 
ingredient used is deleterious to health. 
“But I take it that prior to the fix- 
ing of a standard, it will be very un- 
likely that the department will in- 
augurate any prosecutions. From our

The Alphonso XII struck upon one 
of the isolated rocks about an hour's 
run from Las Palmas of the Canaries. 
The captain of the ship, then bound 
upon his last voyage, instead of mak- 
ing for shallow water to beach his 
vessel, deliberately turned her head 
seaward, and after nearly an hour’s 
run the vessel sank in about twenty- 
seven fathoms of water. This singu- 
lar behavior on the part of the com- 
manding officer might have passed 
without anything further than profes- 
sional criticism had the subsequent 
salvage operations not have disclosed 
a suspicious condition of affairs, the 
absence of one of the boxes of coin. 

The treasure aboard the Alphonso 
XII had been insured by the 1 
government prior to the ship's de- 
parture. This insurance had been un- 
derwritten in Paris and in London. A 
combination was at once entered into 
among the underwriters to take the 
necessary steps to recover the sunken 
treasure. The first efforts were direct- 
ed toward raising the vessel by gra:lu- 
ally working her into shallow water,

As might well be imagined, 
the task of raising a vessel from a 
depth of 162 feet proved insuperable,

In the operations incident to his sai- 
vage exploit, Lambert was saf>cuard- 
ed in every possible way: but even 
then the risks he ran were frightful, 
and, successful as he was, he paid 
the price of that success by his life a 
couple of years later; he really never 
recovered from the tax placed upon 
him during those months of intermit- 
tent toll, and a lesion of the spinal 
cord subsequently brought on paraly- 
sis, which ended in his death. 

The salvage of the half a million of 
dollars covered a riod of somethi 
like thirteen months, and during tha 
time Lambert made on an ave of 
about two descents a month. ven 
then he exercised the utmost care 
and never went below when there was 
we slightest swell upon the surface. 
A Spanish physician was always in 
attendance, and had in constant readi- 
ness a bath of very hot water, and 
into this Lambert was tumbled at 
once upon coming to the surface to 
restimulate his circulation and prob- 
ably to effect In that way a speedy 
release of any nitrogen lying in the 
fatty tissues. The length of time of 
each submergence varied, but not one 
of them exceeded more than half an 
hour. 

The location of the wreck and the 
character of the rigging on the ship— 
she was a bark-rigged vessel carrying 
very tall spars—made Lambert's de- 
scent simply a task of climbing down 
that rigging and onto the deck of the 
sunken ship.

Each box was two 
feet long and one foot square, and as 
there were originally ten of them con- 
signed to the ship, each of them held 
coin to the value of $50,000. They were 
decidedly heavy. 

It was necessary for Lambert to rig 
up an independent lift of light tackle 
and by that raise each box from its se- 
creted position into a place where the 
line from the ship above could make a 
straight hoist. At times Lambert was 
strong enough to climb from the hbot- 
tom up to the surface by way of the 
rigging of tre sunken ship. At other 
times he was so weakened that he was 
able to give only the danger signal and 
to leave to his attendants on the sur- 
face the responsibliilty and the duty of 
bringing him up from the bottom at a 
seed such as would not endanger his 
life, and this when the very nature of

“By your coast artillery maneuvers 
last summer you deprived us of our 
much-needed field-infantry maneuvers.

WHAT STIRRED Eu UP. 

The Seventh Regiment officers admit 
that the unwillingness of the militia 
to help man the guns places the artil- 
lery in an awkward position, but 
claim that their own infantry service 
is equally to be considered.

ment, they couldn't even find the city 
where the headquarters was located. 

The statement is made that the ad- 
jutant-general of the State was also 
ignored and snubbed. He was con- 
spicuously absent from San Francisco 
during the maneuvers, although his as- 
sistant attended.

HEINZE WILL QUIT WALL STREET 
FUR WEST.

Still Mas Good Mining Property 
With Which to Make Another Start. 
Must Clear t:imself of indictment 
First—Metal Market Shows im- 
provement. 


F. Augustus Heinze, the erstwhile Na- 
poleon of the copper world, from the 
wreckage of his slight brush with the 
Wall street buccaneers, says that he 
will back to the mines. The formalities 
attending his recent indictment for 
mis-appropriating the funds of tae 
Mercantile National Bank will have to 
ne attended to first: 


that 
will be able to clear himself of crimi- 
nal intent. : 

There is no longer any doubt that 
the recent smash in New York has 
swept the greater portion of his for- 
tune away. He has indomitable pluck, 
however, and has already set himself 
to the task of gathering up the loose 
ends of the fortune that is left. With- 
in the past week he has made satisfac- 
tory arrangements: to settle with the 
creditors of the State Savings Bank 
of Butte and is preparing to shake the 
dust of Wall street from bis feet. 

Upon the authority of one of his 
closest and oldest friends, a smelter 
expert, who has been identified with 
him in business throughout his career, 
there is still a fair fortune left from 
the wreck. His Ohio Copper Company, 
in Utah, is in g condition and the 
2000-ton concent r, which will cost 
$1,000,000 and which is half completed, 
will put him in position to make cop- 
per at 8% cents, per pound. There are are 
6,000,000 tons of ore 8 sight in the Ohio 
properties above the $00-foct level. 
When the Mascotte tunnel is completeg 
the reserves will be increased by 5,000,- 
000 tons more. The ore is not high- 
grade, but it is conservatively esti- 
mated that the profits to Heinze will 
be close to $1,000,000 a year with cop- 
per at lic. Other interests which, give 
great future promise are the Stewart, 
in the Coeur d'Alene district, in Idaho. 
which should be good for $200,000 a 
year under normal conditions for sil- 
ver and lead: the Lexington, in Mon- 
tana, which is in the initial shipping 
stage and his interest in the Davis- 
Daly estate mines in Butte. 

There seems to be no doubt that 
Heinze will have enough to chase the 
wolf of want rom the door for many a 
Gay; but the fact neverthehss remains 
that he has been eliminated as a domi- 
nant factor in finance and in copper 
and that his fine hand will never again 
corrupt the politics of the Copper 
State. His place is in the West; but 
few men “come back” after such a 
terrific beating as he has received. His 
career will be watched with added in- 
terest by mining men throughout the 
country; whatever else transpires, that 
career will de picturesque at least. If 
he should succeed in inducing John 
MacGinniss to again join his forces 
there is some hope that his financial 
rehabilitation will be complete. Every 
one who knows Butte knows that his 
former Heutenant was always a bal- 
ance wheel for the more intrepid 
Heinze, and every one knows, too, that 
MacGinniss was as instrumental in 
carving out Heinze’s success as he was 
himeelf.. MacGinniss has been Mayor 
of Butte since Heinze advanced on 
New York, and is now the president of 
the Silver Bow National nk, with 
a large fortune at his command. 


Metals Look Better. 


The recent improvement in the cop- 
per quotation and in the price of the 
leading securities on the Boston cop- 
per market augurs well for the future 
of copper, and shows that the under- 
lying feeling among producers and 
consumers has undergone a radical 
change for the better in the past few 
weeks. 

While there is undoubtedly a fair 
surplus of unsold copper in the hands 
of producers, the disposition seems to 
be to hold for better prices. sSenti- 
ment seems to point to a speedy ad- 
vance to the 15 cent mark, and there 
is strong belief in more optimistic 
quarters that the quotation will go 
even higher. This condition cannot 
come, however, until the present in- 
dustrial unrest and stringency in 
financial quarters have been relieved. 
It is estimated that between thirty 
and thirty-three per,cent. of the cop- 
per mill_and smelter capacity in this 
country is out of commission. Con- 
sumption is probably slightly exceed- 
ing the production, though, and as a 
result the situation § is steadily im- 
proving. Export movements are said 
to be -unprecedently large, but this is 
offset by the fact that domestic con- 
sumers are buying sparingly and car- 
rying little or no excess lines. 

The copper stock market has made 
a remarkable rally in the past month 
and now seems to refiect the prevail- 
ing feeling of optimism. For in- 
stance, Calumet and Hecla, which 
was quoted at $599 on December 28, 
is now up to $650: Calumet and Ari- 
zona has advanced from $96 to $112, 
North Butte from $40 to $50, and Old 
Dominion from $28 to $34. All these 
advances have been made with copper 
averages around the 18% cent mark 
and are merely indicative of the ad- 
vance throughout the list. 

Lead is also beginning to show -ad- 
ditional strength, and the probabilities 
are that it will reach much higher 
votations as the effects of the recent 
— depression gradualiy wear 
off. The average price of lead for 
1907 was 5.34 cents, or 32 cents down 
from the average of the year before. 
For the last month of last year the 
average fell to 3.69 cents, so it can be 
readily understood whet a staggering 
blow the Industry has received. It ts 
now beginning to recover, -prevailing 
quotations standing around the 3.75 
mark. 

After several weeks of queer antics 
silver, too, is beginning to show sta- 
bility in price and will probably move 
upwards with lead. A great portion 
of the supply comes as a by-product 
of the

HO HAS NOT TWO CENTS? ä 

It appears that there are many people in Los 
Angeles during these dull times who have not an 
income of two cents a day. This story comes from 
the managers of the Salvation Army soup houses, 
where an effort is being made to see that no per- 
son in this wealthy city shall go hungry. The army 
furnishes a bow! of excellent soup, and the bowl 
a big one, too, for two cents, yet there are peopie 
(who would be industrious if they could find work) 
lacking the necessary two cents and who receive 
their dinner as alms. One of these institutions is 
feeding as many as 1500 persons. a week. Dana 
Bartlett's mission is ng 1000 a week. It costs 
the army $50 a week to furnish this big bow! full 
of nourishing soup at midday to nearly 300 per- 
sons a day. 

A business concern in the city a few days ago 
put a small advertisement in The Times stating that 
a man was needed for night watchman. The next 
morning 100 men applied for the place and many 
of them would have been glad to have secured it 
at less than the $50 a month offered as wages. Some 
of these men stated that they had been out of work 
for a number of weeks. 

Perhaps those whose story is most pathetic are 
the Mexicans who have been working on the rail- 
roads. They were born poor and will die poor, but 
it a sin on our part and a shame to the city if 
they go hungry. 

The Times has referred to this subject frequently 
during the last three or four months. It may be 
tiresome to some of our readers, but it can never 
be out of place until ample provision is made for 
furnishing at least the meager midday meal pro- 
posed by. the Salvation Army so that no person, 
resident in this city, shall be obliged to actually

the army, spoke like a Times editorial. 


“Raise the soldier's pay and give him better food,” 
says the veteran, or we shall have to resort t con- 
scription.” 

Warfare in the future will require more training 
than that of the past. Raw recruits have had little 
chance in past wars against the drilled phalanx. 
They will have less in future wars. The blunders 


| of unskilled men handling muszle-loading guns of 


small caliber by hand were .many and disastrous. 
Modern guns are loaded and directed by complicated 
electrical appliances and an inexperienced person 
fooling around them’ may bring about awful de- 
struction. 

“You cannot teach a man a trade by working an 
hour a week,” says Gen. Greely. War is a trade. 


It is more, a. science. Commanders have always 


needed a scientific training for war. The men must 
have this now. To get an army properly fitted to 
man modern defense guns we must have a larger 
sanding army. We cannot expect to get an army 
for $13 a month. Nor can you have it unless the 
men are fed as well as those in private life. Why 
should they not be? N 

In 1861 when the war broke out farm hands could 
be had anywhere for $15 a month and board, if en- 
gaged by the year. Then $13 a month in the army. 
where all was “found” was fair enough pay. Farm 
hands cannot be hired here now for $20 a month. 
Nor will they work unless they are well fed. Is it 
not fair that the soldier be paid as well and fed 
as well as the plow-boy? More depends on the sol- 
dier, and he must display more intelligence. 

We are most happily situated in our freedom from 
the necessity of maintaining a standing army of 
200,000 men or more. But we are in the very mael- 
strom of world activities and need an ample skele- 
ton of an army on which to graft volunteer forces 
to meet emergencies. Certainly 75,000 men is none 
too large an army to maintain in view of possible 
contingencies.

Win Be Built of Concrete and Cost 

One Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

Successful Specifications Are Sub- 
mitted by Los Angeles Man—To 

Take Religious Census. 


SANTA MONICA, Jan. 22.—The new 
municipal pier will be built of con- 
crete, provided the bids received come 
within the appropriation. This was 
the decisfén reached today by the City 
Council, which has had the sixteen 
different plans under consideration for 
two weeks. The plans and specifica- 
tions submitted by Edwin H. Warner 
of Los Angeles, amended to meet the 
views of the consuiting engineers, 
were accepted. 

This outfall sewer pier, to be built 
at the foot of Colorado avenue. will 
be thirty feet wide and 1600 feet long. 
It is to cost about $100,000, exclusive 
of the septic tank, which will be lo- 
cated near by. The bents are to be 
twenty-four feet apart, and each will 
consist of three reinforced concrete 
piles, each eighteen inches in diameter 
and all firmly banded together. The 
piles will be sunk by means of a hy- 
draulic device that removes the sand 
from beneath the end of each pile, per- 
mitting it to settle to the required 
level. 

The contract will be let at the ear- 
liest possible date and the structure 
will be rushed.

BISBEE STIRRED BY KILLING OF 
OFFICER.

"Homicide, in Which Watchman for 

the El Paso and Southwestern Rail- 
road is the Victim, Is Followed by 
Capture of the Shooter—Mining 
Man Chooses the Chioral Route. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


BISBEE (Ariz.) Jan. 20.—R. W. Wat- 
son, watchman of the El Paso and 
Southwestern Railroad Company in the 
Bisbee yards, was wantonly killed 
Saturday night by a Mexican, Carlos 
Real. The officer had information that 
Real was armed and, walking up to 
him, sought ‘o arrest him, demanding 
the weapon as he did so. As an an- 
swer, Real pulled the revolver and shot 
twice, inflicting mortal wounds. Yes- 
terday, the murderer was captured at 
Naco by Capt. Wheeler of the Arizona 
Rangers. Wheeler had found the same 
man the morning after the killing, but 
had been furnished with an incorrect 
description, hence let his prize go for 
the time being. The whole district 
was deeply stirred over the killing 
as Watson Was known as a worthy and 
brave officer and additional interes’ 
was given to the chase by the offer of 
a $500 reward, made “by the railroad 
company. An interesting feature of 
the affair is that Real had secured the 
revolver last Saturday by overpower- 
ing a mine foreman named Rockmark,
